MURDER CHARGED

Florida Prison Camp Cap- 
tain and Guard Accused 
of Killing Convict. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., June 18.— 
(P)\—A Duval county grand jury to- 
day returned’ indictments charging 
George Courson/ prison camp captain, 
and Solomon Higginbotham, a guard, 
with first-degree murder for the death 
of Arthur Maillefret, 19-year-old 
J., convict, who’ was 
found strangled to death in a “sweat 
box” at a read camp near here. 

The grand jury brought in a gen- 
eral presentment on prison eonditions 
along with the indictments. It charged 
Captain J. H. Baker, in charge of the 
camp, and Guards Sims and Denmark 
with being “‘cruel in their treatment of 
prisoners.” ‘The presentment recom- 
mended that Sims and Denmark never 
be allowed to supervise prisoners in 
this state again. 

The grand jury reported it found 
that prisoners are kicked, beaten with 
big sticks and rubdber hose and are 
otherwise mistreated. Furthermore, 
the jurors said; they learned that va- 
rious means of torture are employed 
against unruly prisoners and that 
sometimes overdoses of medicine are 
given as punishment.

The vast majority of readers, in 
reading the revelations abont Tezhe, 
do not realize that the wife of the 
head of the soviet government is un- 
der fire. She works under her maid- 
en name of Zhemchuzhina, 

According to charges made by the 
Evening Moscow, this trust has 
squandered money and energy in fan- 
tastic experiments with new sources 
of raw material for the manufacture 
of soap. The only methods of soap 
making which it failed to utilize, the 
newspaper declares ironically, are the 
simple and obvious ones used success- 
fully all over the world. 

Undaunted by the failures, Mrs. Mo- 
lotov’s trust decided to use frogs. 
Learned professorial advice was 
against the idea, asserting that the 
percentage of fat in frogs is insuffi- 
cient for commercial purposes. But 
the work went ahead anyhow, on the 


theory that the frogs could be fatten-— 


ed before use. In the end this un- 
dertaking ‘also failed. 

Tezhe is the leading. organization in 
the soviet union producing perfumes, 
rouge, lipsticks, face creams and other 
cosmetics There is a certain piquancy

Empty Bottles Found 
Embedded in Concrete 


_ BAINBRIDGE, Ga., June 18.— 
For years it has been rumored 
around Bainbridge that the late 
Dr. Marcellus N. Paulette, eccen- 
tric and wealthy physician of nearly 
oO years ago, left. a large cache of 
treasure near his home just across 
the river. A few days ago a treas- 
ure was found, but it was empty. 

Over 1,000 whisky, champagne, 
rum and wine bottles were found 
buried about three feet beneath the 
surface of the ground by convicts 
who were leveling off a runway of 
the Commodore Decatur airport.

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Engineers Discuss Mechanical Developments 


Streamlining Is Criticized; 


Tires and Wheeling Debated

WHITE SULPHUR SPRINGS, 
W. Va., June 18.—DPhases of automo- 
tive manufacturing in process of in- 
dustrial change have been under clin- 
ical scrutiny and dissection here. 

The occasion was the semi-annual 
national assembly of the Society of 
Automotive Engineers, representing 
the scientific brains behind the coun- 
try’s land and air transportation. 

The keynote speaker was William 
B. Stout,*builder of aireraft, who got 
his start as a designer of motor cars. 
Mr. Stout appeared as a proponent of 
radical change in present-day automo- 
biles in keeping with readjusted living 


and working conditions, and criticized | 


streamlining as it is being applied in 
1932 cars. 

“The motor car trend was begun by 
rounding off the front end.” 
pointed out, “and calling it a stream- 
lined car. This improvement was 10- 
ticeable enough to convince the motor 
car groups that there was something 
to aero-dynamics after all, so. they 
started designing motor cars in what 
were visualized as streamlined shapes. 

“And then somebody invented 
so-called .‘tear-irop’ idea. Why 
tear-drop should be any different shape 
from a rain-drop, I do not know, ex- 
cept that a rain-drop is a little fresh- 
er and is not caused by grief, while 
tear-dropa supposedly come from grief 
grief that one cannot streamline an 
automobile like an airplane or a mo 
torboat.

Must Meet Pressure. 

“With an *airplane, the air always 
comes directly from the front, never 
from the side. If a motor car really 
is going to be streamlined running on 
the ground, it must be done in such 
a way that, whether the wind be from 
the side or the rear or quartering, the 
center of the pressure should be about 
the same spot for balance.” 

Mr. Stout stressed the necessity of 
future cars of extreme light weight. 
He pointed out that below 30, 40 and 
50 miles an hour, air resistance is of 
little importance, but from 50 an hour 
upwards, it becomes of major impor- 
tance. 

Decries Mere Weicht. 

“In mechanical performance below 
50,”" he said, “the greatest single item 
is low weight per horsepower. There 
is no more reason for a motor car 
for four people weighing three tons 
than there is for a railroad coach 
weighing 90 tons. If you laugh at 
one, you must laugh at the other.” 

(Continuing, Mr. Stout criticized en- 
gine design, suggesting air cooling as 
an improvement on water-cooled mo- 
tors. 

“We are going to ears of very low 
center of gravity,” he added, “on the 
mistaken idea that they are safer than 
a higher center of gravity.

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Chrysler: Business 
Keeping Ahead 
Of Last Year 


DETROIT, Mich., June 18.—Regis- 
trations of new cars by Chrysler deal- 
ers, as well as retail deliveries and ship- 
ments from the factory, continue to 
run ahead of last year for correspond- 
ing periods, according to figures sup- 
plied by J. W. Frazer, general salea 
manager of Chrysler Sales Corpora- 
tion. In his statement Mr. Frazer 
pointed out that almost without ex- 
ception every week since the first of 
the year has shown an increase over 
the previous week, as well as over 
the same week of 1931. 

“Ordinarily, after the rush of busi- 
ness of the first few weeks following 
the introduction of new models,” said 
Mr. Frazer, “there is a decided let- 
down. ‘That has been the experience 
of the industry almost since its in 
ception. But this year, both after 
the introduction of the new Chrysler 
models in January and the new Plym- 
ouths in April, retail deliveries have 
continued to gain instead of level off, 
as usual. 

“To illustrate,” he continued, “for 
nine consecutive weeks preceding the 
week ending April 30, retail deliveries 
of new Chrysler and Plymouth cars 
by Chrysler dealers showed an _ in- 
crease over the week before. The ‘n- 
crease during that nine-week period 
was 106 per cent—that is, deliveries 
for the week ending April 50 were 
106 per cent in excess of those of the 
week ending March 5. 

“Still more striking is the revela- 
tion that dealers’ retail deliveries in- 
creased every week from January 9 
to May 8 (18 weeks) with the ex- 
ception of three weeks during that 
period. Deliveries the last of those 
18 weeks, due in great measure to 
the popularity of the new floating 
power Plymouth, were 253 per cent 
ahead of the first week's deliveries. 
In fact the sales curve has not yet 
leveled off, as it ordinarily would 
have done by this time. 

“A comparison: of the latest avail- 
able registrations, as reported by Kh. 
L. Polk & Co., shows that in 48 
states during January, February and 
March and 22 sfates during April. 
Chrysler dealers registered 9.3 per 
cent more new cars this year than 
for the same states during the same 
period in 1931.

New York rushes as if there 
were no time to lose. Qn the Corso 
in Rome the main object in life to 
the young fascist dandies in their black 
and silver uniforms seems to dazzle 
the unsophisticated pedestrian with 
their glitter. Here in Leningrad peo- 
ple stroll in order to discuss. 

During the day the. Prospekt is the 
usual and universal bedlam of met- 
ropolitan. confusion. Street cars clang, 
fire engines roar by, sirens wide open, 
whizz and honk their 
umpah-ump thousands of old-fashioned

For Emergency Mission Relief 


Mrs. L. O, Freeman, president of 
the Baptist Woman's Missionary 
Union of the Atlanta association, 
writes the following message to the 
W. M. U. organizations: 

The outstanding event of the re- 
cent Southern Baptist Convention, 
held in St. Petersburg, Fla., was the 
passing of a_ resolution “that an 
emergency appeal be made to all Bap- 
tist churches and people for a special 
emergency mission relief offering dur- 
ing the months of June and Juty;: that 
the objective of this offering he $300,- 
000, of which $190,000 is to go to the 
foreig@® mission board, and $110,000 
to the home mission board. Gifts 
to missions have fallen off from year 
to year until a debt on home and for- 
eign mission boards has accumulated 
that absolutely bars the way to fur- 
ther progress unless immediate relief 
is provided. Such a calamity can 
only be averted by definite prayer 
and sacrificial siving om the part of 
Baptists, individually and _ collec- 
tively. 

Woman's Missionary Union of the 
Atlanta association has always been 
found in the forefront in the onward 
march of the kingdom, and it is cer- 
tain that this advance position will 
be maintained in the present time of 
Christian and denominational stress. 
All W. M. U. members, whether W. 
M.S. or young people's organizations, 
are urged to consider themselves per- 
sonally obligated to pray earnestly 


and to give some contribution, large | 


or small, as an aid in this crucial 
hour. Every dollar of this relief fund 
will be used directly for the support 
of missions. In spite of recent finan- 
cial retrenchments, more conversions 
were reported last year on foreign 
fields than were numbered in the en- 
tire church membership on these 
same fields 50 years ago. 

According to the plan adopted by 
the southern and the state unions, all 
gifts to this fund will be over and 
above regular contributions to the co- 
operative program and will not he 
counted on apportionments, Thinking 
in terms of the $300,000 goal, the 
union suggests that every member of 
a Sunbeam Band, G. R. and R. A. 
give at least 30 cents; that every Y. 
M. A. and W. M. S. member endeav- 
or to give $3, some giving $30 or $300, 
as the Lord hath prospered them. 
Every missionary society is asked to 
contribute at least $3 and more when 
possible. ‘The aim of the Atlanta 
W. M. U. is a gift, large or small, to- 
gether with earnest and unceasing 
prayer, from every member. 

June 19 is set for the southwide 
simultaneous offering, the time, how- 
ever, is expected to cover the entire 
months of June and July. All gifts 
should be sent to James W. Merritt, 
treasurer, 317 Palmer building, At- 
lanta, and should be designated for 
the emergency relief fund.

HE name New York today con- 

jures up a mental picture of 

nervous and impatient crowds 

pouring through concrete-paved 
canyons between very tall buildings. In 
all America there are perhaps few cities 
which have gone through so complete 
a change in appearance and in spirit. 
Many a metropolis has started out as a 
noisy, overcrowded boom town and has 
proceeded along logical lines of develop- 
ment only by becoming noisier and more 
overcrowded with each succeeding year. 
Yet bustling New York has a back- 
ground of tranquility. 

In the town of Peter Stuyvesant’'s day, 
for example, a hustler would have been 
quite out of place. The Dutch inhab- 
itamts filled their days with a number 
of emall tasks well within their capabili- 
ties, and in the evenings of the families 
would gather up the stoenps of their 
colored brick houses. 

Presently the cows would come sedate- 


ly down the street on their way home 
from the pastures beyond the town. 
They would be under the care of a 
trustworthy boy, but they needed little 
direction. As each animal reached the 
dwelling of her owner she would turn 
off the street and vanish behind the 
house, the tinkling of a@ bell recording 
her progress toward the barn. Then 
there would be voices and laughter from 
across the water, and Several canoes 
filled with members of a children’s pleas- 
ure guild would come drifting through 
the transparent twilight. They would be 
returning from a day’s picnic up the 
river, 

The young folk would take their places 
upon the stoeps beside their elders, and 
there would be a great deal of visiting 
back and forth until it was time to re- 
tire. Then there would be darkness and 

s 
silence all through the nicht save for 
the periodic calls of the watchman who 
patrolled the streets, carrying a long 


staff and a lantern. Every hour he would 
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announce the time and the condition of 
the weather. 

The houses of these Nieuw Amster- 
dam Dutchmen were usually made of 
colored bricks arranged in geometrical 
patterns. The roofs sloped steeply and 
were surmounted by gilded weather 
vanes after the fashion of Holland. The 
cellars were stocked with food in great 
variety, together with a barrel of rum 
and perhaps a pipe of Madeira. 

In the rear there were gardens, color- 
ful with tulips in the spring and with 
yellow lupins, popies, sweet williams, 
and larkspur later in the season. The 
garden was particularly the province of 
the Dutchwoman, and she tended it with 
great care and pride. 


The girls married at 15 and the boys 
at 17. At 18 many of the young men 
were carrying on a profitable trade with 
the Indians far back in the wilderness 
along the Canadian border. 

At times the tranquillity of Nieuw 
Amsterdam would be broken by war with 
the Algonquins.

Some of the landmarks of early Man- 
hattan are indicated in the sketch on 
the cover page. Wall street derived its 
name from a barrier which was erected 
across the island as a defense against 
the Indians. This street now runs 
through the heart of the financial dis- 
trict. 


The Stadt Huys was the city hall 
which was erected by Governor Kieft, 
the predecessor of Peter Stuyvesant. 
Stuyvesant’s farm, the Bouwerle, was 
located in what would be the center of 
the present Bowery district. 


The struggle between Englana and 
Holland for the possession of the city 
came to a climax during the gdévernor- 
ship of Stuyvesant. Holland claimed it 
by virtue of Henry Hudson's voyage of 
discovery in the Half Moon, and Eng- 
land maintained that Cabot’s explora- 
tions gave it title to the land. 
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The trouble was brewing when Stuy- 
vesant was commissioned as governor in 
1647, but it did not come to a head until 
1664. Stuyvesant was an old soldier who 
had lost a leg while fighting the Portu- 
guese. His retirement from activé mili- 
tary service did not squelch his com- 
bative nature, however, and he made 
many enemies as well as friends by the 
stand he took in running the affairs of 
Nieuw Amsterdam. When the British 
fleet arrived unexpectedly in 1664 the 
old warrior wanted to fight, even though 
the odds were overwhelming, but the 
burghers refused to support him, so the 
city was surrendered to the English and 
the name was changed to New York. 
The Dutch regained possession nine 
years later, but held the place for only 
a few months. In 1674 the English were 
back and kept control until the revolu- 
tion. 

The coming of the British changed the 
manners of the Dutch inhabitants very 
little, however. They still were occupied 
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(Acme Photo.) 


with their farms and their trading and 
their homes and their tulip gardens. The 
cows still came sedately through the 
streets at twilight and the chilaren went 
on picnics up the river or had birthday 
parties in the gardens. The Sunday con- 
certs by the British regimental band, 
together with occasional] theatricals, were 
the only changes in the tranquil proces- 
sion of Dutch life.

HE “Hundred Days” had run their course; Waterloo had 
given Wellington glorious victory; the empire was tumbling 
about the ears of the Corsican; it was the end. On June 22, 
just 117 years ago next Wednesday, Napoleon Bonaparte abdicated 
for the second time—gave up the throne to his only legitimate child, 
the four-year-old king of Rome, and walked out of the picture forever. 

A century and seventeen years roll by. In that period France 
sees interna] turmoil, wars, and shifting of powers. Another picture 
flashes on the quick-changing screen of history. In an old-fashioned 
room in an old-fashioned house in Brussels, a handsome black-haired 
boy is secretly invested with the succession to the throne of France— 
the throne which never was occupied by L’Atglon, the son of the 
first Napoleon. The newest Bonapartist pretender is Prince Louis 
Napoleon Bonaparte. He became of age on Jan. 24 of this year, 
and it was upon that date that he officially took the doubtful mantle 
of royalty that his father, Prince Victor Jerome Frederic Napoleon 
Bonaparte, had worn for many years. 

It is not likely that young Prince Louis expects ever to weaf the 
crown of trance, but, like the Bourbon pretender, he clings to the 
frayed thread of hope. Stranger things have happened. France 
twice before has turned from a republican form of government back 
to a monarchy. It is quite within the realm of possibility that again 
a Bonaparte might take the throne. Not probable, of course, but 
possible. And young Louis ever must be ready for that moment. tf 
it should come, for he - 
is the heir in direct 
line from Jerome, king 
of Westphalia, brother 
of Napoleon.

Prince Victor 
was born in the Palais Royale in 1862, and became the pretender on 
the death of his father. In 1886 he was expelled from France, and 
in 1910 Ke married Princess Clementine, the daughter of King Leopold 
of the Belgians. His was a stormy romance, and the marriage was 
delayed until after the death of King Leopold. Prince Victor died, 
May 3, 1926. The present pretender is the son of Prince Victor. He 
lives in Brussels with his sister, Marie-Clotilde. 

The second son of Prince Napoleon and the Italian princess was 
Prince Louis, who was educated for the French army, but who served 
in the Italian military forces atid later in those of the Russian czar, 
He became a general in the Russian army and later the governor 
of the Caucasus. 

The three sisters of Napoleon L. were Marianna Elisa, who became

T. LAZARE PRISON, in the Faubourg St. Denis, 
Paris, is about to be razed. 

The fabulous and grim “House of Curses,” where 
ever since 1791 France’s female criminals have been 
lodged, will soon be a mere hateful memory. 

But before its time-stained walls tumble down, 
the reader 1s hereby granted the first authentic look- 
in on its million secrets, guarded up to now with un- 
remitting rigor from public gaze. | 

It is a strange and terrifying jail you are about 
to enter. Behind its gray stones scenes of human 
tragedy, of frantic human melodrama, of idealistic 
human beauty have been played out. 

St. Lazare has been called the “charnel-house for 
living women.” It has a history. Seven hundred 
years ago, it was first used as a detention camp for 
roving lepers. Later it was converted into a Lazarist 
mission, succeeded in turn by the monastery of Vin- 
cent de Paul—now canonized. 

There that great and good man succoured the de- 
Spairing poor, fed them, clothed them, and adjusted 
their disputes. Then the passing years found St. 
Lazare transformed. It became,in the heyday of the 
Bourbons. a sort of rest-and-recreation house for 
kings, nobles, statesmen. Louis XIII, Louis XIV, 
Cardinal Richelieu. the Duc de Mazarin and the 
Prince de Conde passed luxurious week-ends there. 

With the coming of the Revolution, St. Lazare 
was speedily turned into an impromptu prison. Be- 
hind lock and key condemned aristocrats danced to 
stately music while awaiting the summons to the 
guillotine, . 

When the Reign of Terror had swept by, St. 
Lazare became a house of correction for the better 
classes during the bleak days of the Reconstruction. 
In 1791, by decree of the Convention of the 25th 
Frimaire, it was dedicated solely to the confinement 
of feminine malefactors. * 

Every conceivable kind of woman miscreant has 
darkened its doors since then. Spies. International 
adventuresses. Pavement nymphs. Thieves, petty 
and on the grand scale. Murderesses.: Drug-smug- 
glers. White slave agents. Girls of fifteen, women 
past eighty, have eaten St. Lazare’s black bread and 
drunk its tepid soup. 

Baby-killers. Female bluebeards. Poisoners. 
Political assassins. A fantastic and sinister line-up. 
It is ironic to recollect that beside these walls Joan 
of Arc paused to bless the arms of the feeble Dau-

A bleak day is breaking. The sky is clouded.

St. Lazare! 

What a world of sadness, of pain the syllables 
hold.

As soon as 
may be, I’will go inside, view sights, hear sounds, 
smell smells that have been veiled from the outside 
world for over a hundred years. 

Rain slants down on the worn stone steps, the 
grooved leads, the grimy windows. In the Faubourg 
there is a rattle of horses’ hoofs. Around the cor- 
ner spins a closed van, the Black Maria. A munici- 
pal guard springs to attention. The vehicle’s door is 
opened. And then, one by one, out stream—women, 
women, and more women. 

Young. Old. Middle-aged. Beautiful. Hide- 
ously homely. Some vivacious. Others sunk in sul- 
len silence. Here the fixed stare of the drug-eater. 
There the defiant smile of the ‘‘daughter of joy.”” In 
a few minutes the iron arms of St. Lazare will open 
and clasp them, for a few weeks—or maybe for life. 


Laughter, Tears; Jokes and Curses as 
St. Lazare Opens Her Iron Arms 


Up the worm-nibbled staircase, I follow this sorry 
parade. In my pocket is my official lettre de cachet, 
my passport signed by Monsieur Cazeaux, director 
of France’s penal administration. 

There is ribald laughter, whispered curses, until 
the bookkeeping department is reached. There, 
under the serene gaze of the Sister Registrant, these, 
new culprits calm down. Quietly they give the his- 
tory of their antecedents, their ages, their crimes. 
They are politely but firmly questioned about their 
personal habits, their parentage, and their com- 
mitments. 

As they rattle off their answers a little too glibly, 
the scene before me melts into another one—a vision 
of all the women from flower-vendor to great lady, 
who have begun their ordeal at St. Lazare in exactly 
the same way. 

It is a ghostly and ghastly procession.

This is true 
also of women awaiting trial. But if 
ordinarily you have drawn a “‘stretch” 
ranging in duration from two weeks 
to six months, you must put on the 
regular uniform. 

) This is of the simplest material—a 
robe of black and blue striped drugget, a neckerchief 
of blue and white checked material, a blue belt with 
a copper buckle, all topped off with a brown bonnet. 

A gong sounds dully. It reverberates through 
the ‘“‘widows’ corridor,” ironically so called because 
murderesses of men are confined there; through the 
sombre Chapel of the Sisters; through the ward 
where expectant girl-mothers are confined; through 
the alcoves of the aged and the refectory, from whose 
wall, at the Bastile’s fall, Terrorists tore the image 
of the Christ and shattered it impiously onthestones. 

The sound of the gong ceases as abruptly as it 
began. Penal routine is on. In the future these 
women, public enemies in the eyes of the law, are 
simply numbered automata. 

Let us follow one of them into her cell. This is 
far from being her habitat exclusively. On the con- 
trary, she must share it with half a dozen other pris- 
oners; sometimes even more. St. Lazare has a total 
of 167 cells. Originally constructed to house 447 
inmates, they now contain on an average of 1,000. 


Artificial Flowers and Hemstitching 
the lronie Routine of Prisoners 


There is no light, no heat, but plenty of cock- 
roaches and kindred animal life. At six in the morn- 
ing prisoners must quit their cots. Small basins of 
water are provided, but daily washing Is a rarity. 
Only the vounger women and girls are sufficiently 
interested in their personal appearance to avail 
themselves of the weekly shower offered them. 

“It’s foolish to get into luxurious habits here,” 
one of the women told me with unconscious irony. 
“Why, once vou start that kind of thing there’s no 
telling how self-pampered you'd become.” 

The daily grind at St. Lazare isas follows: From 
six to six, the women are kept busy in the shops, 
making artificial flowers and hemstitching linen and 
underwear. 

An exception to this is found in the case of the 
street women. Nothing can induce them to touch a 
needie. These filles soumises, as they are known, 
loathe the very idea of work. They prefer to be in- 
carcerated in the iron cages that are a relic of the 
middle ages. 

Another survival from less enlightened times is 
the occasional employment on certain major crimi- 
nals of the “‘scolds’ bridle,” or brank. This was 
originally resorted to in Anglo-Saxon countries to 
still the refractory tongues of gossips. France noted 
and approved the idea. But she made certain modi- 
fications in the brank. 

It was, as first used, a contraption of wood and 
metal which fitted tightly around the features and, 


while leaving them visible, prevented the 
articulation of recognizable sounds. To- 
day the brank has given way to a flexible 
leather mask completely covering the 
face. This is worn by all prisoners when 
seeing visitors to prevent the transmis- 
sion of poison, letters or small steel files 
by means of a kiss.

One of the most celebrated inmates to wear the 
brank was Germaine Berton, 20-year-old anarchist, 
who shot and killed Marius Platau, editor of a well- 
known Royalist journal. The case created a tre- 
mendous sensation at the time because of Ger- 
maine’s confession that, acting on her committee’s 
orders, she had first tried to assassinate Leon Dau- 
det, head of the Royalist Party, but that, failing to 
find him, she had made Platau her victim. She was 
acquitted of murder. 

It is not recorded that the mask was applied to 
Madame Marthe Hanau, so-called female “Ponzi of 
France,” whose extraordinary financial manipula- 
tions landed her behind the bars of St. Lazare twice. 
This stout, energetic, rather good-looking, affable 
Frenchwoman, after her sentence, was one of the 
few favored occupants of the Quartier Pistole, made 
up of Cells 12, 13 and 14. These are located in the 
choicest quarter of St. Lazare and only persons of 
prominence and means are lodged there. These

three cells look out upon 
the prison courtyard, and 
hence get more light and 
air than the others.

Having already served six- 
teen and a half months of a two-year sentence for 
fraud, she was later officially released. 


But a few months ago, Madame Hanau enraged 
the authorities afresh. by starting a raid upon the 
operations of Sir Henry Deterding, the Dutch oil 
baron, and then blandly publishing in her official 
organ, “Forces,” certain secret governmental re- 
ports upon herself and her activities. 

She was arrested and charged with stealing and 
aiding and abetting the theft of confidential govern- 
ment documents. Marthe won her first notoriety 
three years ago when she was accused of swindling 
small investors. 

One of St. Lazare’s most picturesque figures, she 
nevertheless scarcely measures up in human interest 
to others within its walls. Consider, for instance, 
the remarkable case of Poupoule, “The Eel.” This 
amazing girl at the tender age of sixteen was the 
leader of a ferocious Apache gang which terrorized 
certain sections of Paris a few years ago. 


Poupoule not only mapped the operations of her 
henchmen, but also directed in person their attacks 
on pedestrians. Gifted with the daintiness of a but- 
terfly and the daring of a tigress, she took desperate 
chances that would have appalled an older stick-up 
artist. 

It is recorded of Poupoule that her first fall from 
legal grace came about, more or less innocently, 
through the agency of an elderly man. He befriended 
the child—she was an orphan and penniless—and 
finally practically adopted her.

Hints For Flower and Veg 


etable Gardeners

Ti: is only one week left before 
the first day of July comes, and 
when that day arrives the day 

for planting pansy seeds is here. 
The last week in June is therefore the 
best time for preparing the cold frame 
or seed bed in which the seeds are to 
be started. In spite of the hot weather, 
we must remember that after today the 
days start getting shorter, summer time 
will be over, and our thoughts will turn 
to winter blooms. 

The very finest perennials are plant- 
ed from seeds during the months of July 
and August. It is most important that 
they have an early start, that the root 
systems become sufficiently hardy 80 
that the plants can stand the winter, 
and get the proper amount of growth for 
the finest blooms next year. 

Although, the pansy is properly classi- 
fied as a biennial the treatment of it 
is the same as for perennials, except for 
planting time. The same sort of Soil 
should be placed in the bed, the same 
care taken in transplanting, the same 
care and slight winter protection and 
the same pleasure when they bloom in 
such profusion throughout the late win- 
ter and early spring. 

For the past several years one of the 
most generous beds of pansies that it 
has been our pleasure to see has been 
the bed at Wesley Memorial hospital. 
The bed is located on the north side ol 
the main entrance and has been the sub- 
ject of the talk and admiration of all 
that have seen it. The pansy is always 
a favorite flower, and they are rarely 
omitted from any garden. The reason 
is that the rich velvety substance and 


WHAT TO DO IN JUNE. 


SPRAYING: The bugs are having a 
big time now. Those that chew may 
be controlled by any of the arseni- 
cal sprays, such as arsenate of lead, 
calcium arsenate or pyrox. The lice, 
flies, aphis and other sucking in- 
sects may be controlled by the use 
of the pyrethrum sprays, or nico~ 
tine sulphate. For the mildews, 
blights and black spot the Massey 
Dust, Bordeaux or Volck; for bean 
beetles a mixture of calcium ar- 
senate, sulphur and lime is recom- 
mended by the department of agri- 
culture of Alabama. 

FERTILIZER: If your dahlias and 
gladiolus are about to bloom give 
them an application of a good high- 
grade, complete commercial ferti- 
lizer. If they will not start bloom- 
ing for a month or more use a mix- 
ture of sheep manure and bone 
meal. For the vegetable garden and 
the cutting flowers an application 
of good high-grade commercial fer- 
tilizer about 12-4-4, will make them 
grow off quickly. 

LAWNS: For best results lawns 
should havea monthly application of 
a good high-grade fertilizer follow- 
ed by a thorough soaking. Patch 
the bare spots with a few seeds and 
a handful of fertilizer in each spot. 


SPRING BULBS: Tulip and daffodil 
bulbs may be taken up and trans- 
plant at this time, now that the 
tops are turning yellow. These bulbs 
should be dried in a cool, shady, 
well ventilated spot. This trans- 
planting is not necessary. 


brilliant colors of the flowers make it 
so radiantly beautiful and attractive. 


The uses of the pansy are legion. It 
may be planted at the edge of the cut- 
ting garden to be used for table decora- 
tions; it may be planted among the 
tulips and daffodils, making a particu- 
larly effective ground cover for the tulips 
which are a bi taller than the daffodils. 
More often the pansies are used in small 
formal beds, such as is the custom at 
Wesley Memorial hospital. Wherever 
tuey are seen they are enjoyed and ad- 
mired. 

The pansy and its cousins, the violas 
and violets are ideally suited for rock 
gardens. They thrive in semi-shade with 
a fairly moist soil. So rock gardens are 
generally in connection with lily pools, 
and there it is that the pansy has an 
ideal home. 

The plant is often misunderstood. It 
is a distinctly cool weather plant, and 
should be started early enough that it 
will be ready to bloom during the late 
winter and early spring for best results. 

Pansy seeds are one of the hardest 
seeds to buy for the reason that there 
is @ greater variation in the quality of 
pansy seed than in any other one flow- 
er. They may and do vary in price from 
5 cents per package up to, and occasion- 
ally more than $1 per package. Some of 
the best giant strains are Cassier’s 
Superb, Trimardeau, Roggli and Swiss 
Giant. 

It is still a little early for planting 
other perennial seeds, as best results are 
usually obtained from August planting, 
but since the pansy blooms so much 
earlier than any other perennial it 
should be started in July rather than in 
August. 

There are two distinct practices fol- 
lowed in the propagation of pansies— 


transplanting in the very early fall and 
transplanting in the late winter. Much 
can be said in favor of each practice, 
and it depends upon the sort of winter 
that follows to decide which is tne best 
method. For the surest results, the spring 


‘ transplanting is followed. When spring 


transplanting is followed, the plants are 
allowed to stay in the cold frame 
throughout the winter, mulching them 
slightly with straw. 


Regardless of the time when the littie- 


flowers are to be transplanted, July 
and August are the proper months for 


starting the seeds in the cold frame. It 
is most important that the soil in the 
cold frame be of the very best quality 
and in just the right mechanical condi- 
tion, making sure at the same time that 
there is plenty of food in the soil. It is 
hard to tell just how to know when the 
soil is in the proper mechanical condi- 
tion. The experienced gardener can tell 
at a glance or after a bit of handling. 
Plenty of humus must be present in 
the soil so that the moisture will be 
held for the plants, If the soil seems to 
be sort of sandy or bakes after a show- 
er, the soil does not contain sufficient 
humus, This may be supplied from three 
different sources generally, woods earth, 
stable manure or peat moss. 

Good woods earth and stable manure 
are both getting rather scarce around 
Atlanta, If well-rotted stable manure is 
obtained, be sure that it is well rotted, 
also work it into the soil thoroughly in 
order that it will not burn the plants. 
Peat moss can be obtained comme-cially 
and is always convenient and easily in- 
corporated into the soil. Peat moss is 
more and more coming into general use

as its virtues are observed both by the 
professional nurserymen and florists, as 
well as by the amateur gardeners. 


Drainage for the hot bed is easiest 
supplied by digging out the ground to a 
depth of two feet or more and placing 
in a layer of rocks, broken pots, and 
Other similar materials, such as ashes. 
This layer is generally about six inches 
in depth and is really of vital import- 
ance. There are very few plants that like 
to stand with their feet in water, and 
the same time ‘here are very few plants 
that do not want contsant moisture. 

Food for the plants in the hot bed is 
of first importance. This should be ap- 
plied only in slow-acting fertilizers, such 
as bone meal, sheep manure, or well- 
rotted stable manure. 


Pansies and other perennials should 
have a steady, slow supply of food for 
best results. For the reason that feér- 
tilization of all plants is important, I 
am going to digress a bit from pansies 
and point out some of the attributes of 
the various fertilizers commonly used in 


the garden. If the theory and the work- 
ings of the various fertilizers that are 
so important to our gardens are thor- 
oughly understood, then it is that their 
proper use will be followed. 

Lime is not a fertilizer. The value ot 
lime to soil is not that it adds plant 
food, but that it combines with other 
substances and becomes useful to plants. 
It is of great value for other réasons as 
well: it makes heavy soils lighter, it 
makes sandy soils more compact, it 
sweetens sour soils and it increases the 
number of bacteria. There are few gar- 
dens that have been cultivated over a 
period of a number of years that do not 
need, and will not show considerable im- 
provement by the use of an application 
of lime every three or four years. 


Bone meal is the safest of all ferti- 
lizers and one of those most commonly 
used. Bone meal is one of the best fer- 
tilizers for flowers of all kinds, be- 
Cause of the fact that it contains both 
nitrogen and: phosphorus. It is useful for 
practically all plants and may be scat- 


tered on the ground so thick that it ap- 
pears white, with no danger of burning 
them. After having been broadcast over 
the ground it should be worked into the 
soil with a steel rake for best results. 


There is no danger of applying too 
much. There are two kinds of bone meal 


generally offered for sale by the ferti- 


lizer dealers—steamed and raw. The 
usual bone meal referred to is steamed. 


and if nothing is said to the contrary, 
that is the kind you will get. This is best 
for most purposes. However, in some 
special cases, such as use on fall plant- 
ed bulbs, the raw bone meal is better. 
The raw bone meal is much slower act- 
ing than the steamed. It is usually at 
least a month before the raw bone meal 
is of any value, that is, before the plant 
food becomes available. Once it becomes 
available it will continue to be available 
for as long as six months. 

Wood ashes are used because of their 
potash content. Most soils contain 
enough potash for the generality of 
plants. However, a good scattering of 
wood ashes over the perennial beds is 
usually beneficial. A light covering will 
usually be sufficient. 

Nitrogen fertilizers are most import- 
ant. All of the animal fertilizers contain 
a high percentage of nitrogen and for 
that reason are always used to a large 


extent. Well decayed or commercial ani- 
mal manures are generally used. They 
should be worked thoroughly into the 
soil. The green manures are not avis- 
able because of the danger of burning 
the tender surface roots of plants. Very 
often these animal fertilizers are applied 
as liquid fertilizers. This is used par- 
ticularly in the case of potted plants 
and porch boxes. The usual method is 
to place the manure in a bag and allow 
it to soak in a tub for a couple of days. 

Nitrate of soda is often used for plants 
requiring large amounts of nitrogen, but 
rare must be taken that the plants are 
not burned. This should never be applied 
in such a manner that the foliage is 
touched. This will add nothing to the 
soil itself, will not build it up in any 
way, but is used as a plant food and 
stimulant. 

Care should be taken that too much 
is not applied. An overdose will cause 
excessive growth, delayed flowering and 
weakened plants. Correctly used, it is 


very benficial at the time the plant is 
called upon for its heaviest outlay~ of 
growth, this time being the flowering 
period in the case of flowers, or the 
fruiting period in the case of vegetables. 

A good method of application for the 
generality of plants is by dissolving the 
ritrate of soda in water. Generally this 
should be done at the rate of one tea- 
spoonful to a gallon of water. Apply this 
Water at the usual rate in watering 
plants. 

Commercial fertilizers, which are com- 
monly placed on the markets under 
various trade names, are fine for spring 
and summer use if directions are follow- 
ed. This is most important. However, 
most of the manufacturers place these 
printed directions on each sack. The 
most important one direction is to water 
thoroughly after applying.

VEGETABLE SEED: Cauliflower, 
celery, cucumber, cowpeas, gherkins, 
gourds, pumpkins, New Zealand 
spinach, squash and crowder peas. 


MELONS: This is a fine month for 
planting all kinds of melons, both 
watermelons and the late varieties 
of cantaloupes. 


VEGETABLE PLANTS: Tomato, pep- 
per, eggplant, cabbage and collard 
Plants may now be set out for fall 
use. Sweet potato plants may be 
started now. 

BEDDING PLANTS: This is a good 
time to fill in the vacancies in your 
porch and window boxes. 

FLOWERING BULBS: Gladiolus 
bulbs may be planted all through 
June. This is probably the best 
month for planting dahlias, espe- 
Cially for fall blossoms. Tuberoses, 
cannas and caladiums may now be 
planted. 

LAWNS: A good thorough fertiliza- 
tion of the lawn should be made 
now, in order that a good root sys- 
tem will be grown for protection 
through the summer. drought that 
usually occurs during August or 
early September. Bermuda lawns 
may be started now either from the 
seeds or from the roots. For the 
best results with your lawn, cut it 
at least once each week, whether it 
seems to need it or not. 


Culbertson on Contract 


BIDDING FOR 
LESSON NO. 28.

SLAMS. 


SLAM, small or grand, can be 

scored as such only if it is con- 

tracted for in the bidding. Other- 

wise, though 12 or 13 tricks may 
be made by the declarer, he scores only 
the tricks he bid, in the trick-score. He 
cannot score the slam premium, and 
whatever he scores for extra tricks he 
must put down above the line, in the 
honor-score. 

It is essential to interpret bidding 
very precisely, then, in order to arrive 
at a contract to take 12 tricks—and, 
though very rarely, a contract to take 
all 13 tricks—which stands a good 
chance of being made, thereby winning 
the desirable slam bonuses. A small slam 
is worth 500 points when not vulnerable, 
and 750 points when vulnerable, in addi- 
tion to the value of the trick-score. A 
grand slam is worth just twice as much 
in premiums, 

A small slam should always be bid 
when there seems to be a slightly bet- 
ter than even chance that the combined 
partnership hands can win 12 tricks. 
When vulnerable, a small slam may be 
bid on somewhat less chance—a greater 
risk can be taken becaus the reward 
(bonus) is greater! 

A grand slam is difficult to bid in 
contract, because the chance that the 
opponents may take at least one trick, 
and set the contract, is nearly always 
present in some degree. For this reason, 
it is usually safer to be content with 
bidding and making a small slam, ac- 
cepting the bonus for one extra trick 
when 13 tricks are made, rather than to 
lose one trick out of 13 after contracting 
for seven-odd, and lose’ the bonus that 
the small slam bid and made might have 
won. It is a sound precept never to bid 
a grand slam unless there is at least a 
3 to 1 chance of making it. 

Whenever the combined hands hold 
seven honor-tricks or more, there may 
be a small slam in the hands, provided 
the distribution is also favorable. The 
total of seven honor-tricks accounts for 
at least three of the four aces, leaving 
the fourth ace as the only certain trick 
for the opponents. 

Very often hands occur which enable 
you to make a bid which suggests to 
your partner that a slam is in the com- 
bined hands. Such a bid is variously 
called a slam suggestion, a slam try or 
a slam invitation. Of course, if you can 
see good chances of a slam in your own 
hand, after the bidding has progressed 
fa> enough, you should bid it yourself 
and not “pass the buck” to your partner. 

There are two direct slam invitations, 
as follows: (1) any bid higher than a 
game contract (as four no-trump, five 
hearts or five spades); (2) in the higher 
stages of bidding, an overcall in a suit 
previously bid by the opponents. 

There are four indirect slam infer- 
ences as follows: (1) the forcing takeout, 
which promises at least a game, the ma- 
jority of slam bids being passed 
“through the sieve,” as it were, of fore- 
ing takeouts, which show great honor 
strength (at least 5 1-2 honor-tricks) in 
the combined hands; (2) opening forcing 
two-bids in a suit, which promise at 
least a game, but in view of the excep- 
tional honor strength shown by the 
opéning hand (‘usually at least 5 1-2 
honor-tricks) they often develop into 
lam bids: (3) a raise from one no- 
trump to three no-trump, or a takeout 
of the Opening hand’s one-bid in a suit 
with three no-trump, such bids showing 

t least 3 honor-tricks with balanced 
distribution; and (4) a raise from one 


to four in a major suit, or from one to - 


five in a minor suit, showing great dis- 
tributional and honor-trick strength to- 
gether in the responding hand.

on the average, are won with honors or 
honor combinations. That is to say, there 
are from 8 to 8 1-2 taking or winning 
honor-tricks around the table, in the 
four hands of any deal (if there are oc- 
casionally 9 or more honor-tricks, in 
rare assortments of cards, from 1-2 to 1 
honor-trick will very likely disappear by 
the cards falling on higher honors). If 
the total of honor-tricks shown by part- 
ner’s bids, plus those in your own hand, 
is subtracted from 8, or, at most, from 
8 1-2, the remainder shows the possible 
maximum number of tricks that can be 
won by the opponents. 


TODAY’S POINTER. 


In bidding for slams, an accurate 
estimate of the honor-tricks held by the 
partnership and the opposing players 
is essential. Through the application of 
the rule of eight to the information dis- 
closed in the bidding, a reasonably ac- 
curate estimate can be made as to the 
slam possibilities of the hand. 


ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS. 


Question: When the opening bid is a 
two-bid and the partner bids two no- 
trump, we have been finding it suicidal 
to try to bid game on these occasions. 
Will you please explain why the bidder 
is obliged to bid when he knows his 
partner has a bust hand? 


Answer: The purpose of forcing bids 
is to reach @ game. If forcing bids are 
not going to be kept open until a game 
contract, there is no reason for their 
existence. The trouble that you have 
encountered is not the fault of the 
forcing requirements, but the fault of 
the opening two-bid. For instance, the 
requirement of 5 1-2 honor-tricks with 
a balanced type of hand ig a minimum 
requirement. Naturally, a hand which 
has an unfavorable distribution requires 
substantially more honor strength. 


The final test of whether or not a 
hand justifies an opening two-bid is 
whether or not it is capable of making 
game at some declaration if partner has 
some slight support, but not enough for 
a free response to an opening one-bid. 
It is, of course, true that some forcing 
bids, no matter how soundly made, will 
come to grief, either because of the com- 
plete weakness of partner's hand or be- 
cause of the impossibility of finding a 
fit between the two hands; but, any 
player who does not occasionally suffer 
a@ penalty will inevitably play a losing 
game, as he does not win enough games 
and rubbers. high percentage of un- 
successful two-bids which you have suf- 
fered indicates that you are not apply- 
ing the proper scrutiny to your hands 
before making the two-bids.

To J ustice 


Rich Oriental’s Disappearance 
From Ship On Whoopee Cruise 
Has Been Mystery to This Day

ISASHI FUJIMURA, free- 

spending Japanese importer, 
H disappeared from the Red 

Star liner Belgenland in the 
early morning of Friday, August 14, 
1931, “Disappeared” seems to be pre- 
cisely the right word, for it is im- 
possible to say whether Fujimura 
committed suicide, whether he was 
murdered, or whether he simply re- 
moved himself from the scene and 
never died at all. Facts (so-called) 
can be cited to support most any 
theory in this puzzling case. 

Much of the mystery must be at- 
tributed to the fact that Fujimura 
was not a communicative sort of 
person; he went through life with 
the inscrutability traditional to the 
Oriental. It is impossible, you see, 
to determine exactly what his state 
of mind was during that six-day 
voyage with his young daughter and 
his pretty mistress. 

Examination of the known facts 
indicate that his mind was troubled, 
though by what we can't say. It 
might have been anyone or more 
of a number of depreSsing circum- 
stances—either in connection with 
his domestic affairs, his illicit love 
life, his business, or his costly 
gambling activities. 

It isin truth a many-sided mys- 
tery. 

Fujimura, an attractive little man, 
38 years old, headed the Ashai Cor- 
poration, one of the largest silk 
im:porting concerns in the country. 
He had been in the United States 
for. ten years, and piled up a sizable 
fortune, much.of which he lost in 
gambling and other activities in and 
around Broadway. 

Indeed, he lived most exvensiye- 
ly. He had a wife, four children, a 
50-acre $150,000 estate in West Nor- 
walk, Conn., another place in Rye, 
N. Y., where his mistress, Mary 
Peissner, held court, and an apart- 
ment in the swanky Hotel Meurice 
on West 58th street, also for the gir] 
friend. 

His life insurance totaled $290,- 
HE FELL HARD 
FOR THE BLOND, 

The importer met the 25-vear-old 
blond in the spring of last year, and 
fell for her hard. Born Mary Lawley 
in Birmingham, Ala., she had mar- 
ried a vaudeville actor named Pierre 
von Reissner, and appeared with 
him in a vaudeville act. The mar- 
riage had produced a daughter and 
ended in a divorce. Mary had turn- 
ed the child over to her mother and 
come on to New York, where she 
appeared in George White’s musical 
show, “Flying High,” as a showgir]. 

Fujimura gave his bank account 
considerable punishment after he 
met Mary and she consented to be 
his lady friend. Money seemed to 
mean nothing at all to him.

Fujimura sailed away aboard the 
Belgenland, with Miss Reissner and 
his 7-year-old daughter, Toshika, 
on August 8. The importer and his 
daughter had stateroom No. 62 on 
“A” deck, and Mary had No. 64, 
which connected with No. 62. Miss 
Reissner posed as Toshika’s gov- 
erness. Whether or not the child 
was brought along especially to 
carry out this deception we do not 
know. 

It is interesting to note that Mrs. 
Fujimura at this time was about to 
give birth to her fifth child. 

Sashi and Mary mingled with the 
other passengers and attended the- 
atrical Serformances given by pro- 
fessional entertainers, who included 
Mildred Harris Chaplin, the former 
wife of Charlie Chaplin. Pujimura 
drank heavily, but appeared well 
able to carry his liquor, and, ac- 
cording to the testimony given later 
by passengers and members of the 
crew, he did not indulge in any 
gambling games. Nobody, apparent- 
ly, noticed anything unusual about 
his state of mind, not in the early 
days of the voyage at any rate. 

Naturally, the passengers won- 
dered and gossiped about the status 
of the beautiful ‘““Miss Dale,” as the 
“governess” called herself on ship- 
board. The ouestion, it is said, was 
settled by little. Toshika after. she 
had purchased a boitie of expensive 
perfume, and a kindly passenger in- 
quired if she had purchased it for 
her governess. 

“No,” the child is reported to have 
said. “It is for my father’s sweet- 
heart.” 

How much truth there is in this 
story it is impossible to say. The 
case abounds in such tales. 

For instance, the day before they 
sailed, Fujimura and his mistress 
visited Dr. Joseph Safian, noted 
Broadway plastic surgeon, to ar- 
range about a remodeling operation. 
While they were discussing the mat- 
ter, Safian later reported, Fujimura 
suddenly became tense and said: 

“You know, doctor, I fear I may 
never come back from this trip!” 

Dr. Safian, in his story, said he 
laughed and exclaimed, “Nonsense!” 

“I mean it,” Fujimura was quoted 
as insisting. “I owe quite a lot of 
money to some gamblers, and I have 
learned that they are going to fol- 
low me on this boat!” 

Another such story was related 
by Miss Reissner. She said that the 
very first evening aboard the Bel- 
genland Fujimura pleaded with her 
not to let him out of her sight be- 
cause there was a certain man 
aboard. The implication seemed to 
be, though he would not tell her the 
name of the man, that he feared 
he would be murdered by vindictive 
gamblers, or some sort of racketeer 
who had followed him aboard for 
the express purpose of “getting” 
him. 

When the ship docked at Hali- 
fax the importer remained on board 
while Miss Reissner went ashore to 
do some shopping. She was seen 
with another man. It developed later 
that this other man was Fred Ked- 
den, a radio pianist, and according 
to Mary she encountered him on the 
gangplank as they were going 
ashore. 

As the ship steamed slowly toward 
New York the entertainers staged 
various parties for the passengers. 
One was the usual pajama party, 
at which Mary Reissner appeared in 
an orange creation, while Fujimura 
wore formal evening dress. Another 
time Lester Allen, comedian, auc- 
tioned off a union suit for the bene- 
fit of the Seamen's Fund, The at- 
tractive blond—Pujimura did not 
attend—got the garment with a bid 
of $25. 


On the evening of August 13, | 


Fujimura sent his daughter to bed 
at about 10 o'clock. Miss Reissner 
Said she last sow him at about 1 
o'clock, when she left him to attend 
@ party given by Mildred Harris 
Chaplin and the other entertainers. 
Other passengers later testified they 
last saw him at about 1 o'clock, or 
shortly thereafter. 

The very last person to see him, 
according to what was brought out 
in an examination of all members 
of the crew, was the captain him- 
self, J. H. Doughty, He was quoted 
ag saying that at about 2:45 a. m., 
ho saw the Japanese leaning against 
a bulkhead, “staring dejectedly at 
the deck.”

Captain Doughty was also quoted 
as Saying that he was going along 
“A” deck at about 2:45 when he 
noticed Fujimura standing in a 
small side corridor which led to- 
ward his stateroom. He was talk- 
ing to some one in low tones but 
the captain could not hear what he 
was saying, nor could he see the 
other person. Fujimura, said the 
captain, was in evening dress.

U. S. attorney, on August 27, “that 
he was murdered, and it is reason- 
ably certain that the motive was 
extortion.” 

He said he had information to 
the effect that, prior to the disap- 
pearance, four men, including two 
extortionists, spent a month at Nor- 
walk, Conn., and that they kept

Riley said that on August 14, a 
few hours after the Belgenland 
docked, a woman and a Japanese 
child got into his cab at the Inter- 


national house, on Riverside drive, « 


that the woman directed him to 
124th street, where a dark-complex- 
ioned man got into the cab, and 
that they then returned to 56th 
street, between 6th and 7th avenues. 
Riley said the child was Toshika 
Fujimura, but that the woman had 
not been Mary Reissner. 

Believe it or not, but Riley said 
that six days later he saw 
Fujimura come out of the interna- 
tional house, saw two men follow 
the Oriental, join him, and approach 
the taxicab. The chauffeur said that 
one of the two men was that dark- 
complexioned man, and that both 
of them had their hands in their 
coat pockets, as though they had 
guns leveled at Fujimura. 

Riley said that Fujimura asked 
to be driven to Norwalk, Conn. The 
driver preferred not to make the 
trip, and the trio departed, saying 
something about hiring a drive- 
yourself car. 

On September 8 United States At- 
torney George Z. Medalie officially 
interred the Fujimura case. he 
stated: 

“The government's interest was to 
determine what evidence, if any, 
existed to support a belief that Mr. 


Fujimura was the victim of a mur- 
der or that any other crime had 
Deen committed on the high seas. 
A careful survey of all the evidence 
available fails to furnish any such 
proof.” 

Insurance company detectives, 
however, continued with their own 
particular investigation. 

On October 5, an expensive wallet, 
stamped with the missing man’s 
name, was found atop a wardrobe 
in a flat at 329 West 35th street, 
Manhattan. The wallet was not cov- 
ered with dust, as were other ob- 
jects near it, indicating that it had 
been tessed there shortly before it 
was found by an electrician.

Inquiry at the house brought the 
information that tthe apartment 
was unrented and that the last oc- 
cupant was a mulatto woman named 
Pearl Anderson, who had moved out 
about six weeks before. The woman 
could not be found. 

According to Attorney Melick, the 
wallet was like many others pre- 
sented by the Ashai company at a 
banquet two years before. Each wal- 
let bore the name of the employe. 
Melick said Fujimura had never used 
the bill-fold but had tossed it aside 
among his effects after the dinner. 

Mrs. Fujimura, restored to health 
again after the series of tragedies 
which smote her home and family, 
left New York for Japan on the 
following December 3. She did not 
care to discuss the mystery of her 
playboy-husband’s fate. She parried 
all questions with a shrug of the 
shoulders. 

Well, -vhat happened to Pujimura? 
Is he alive or dead? Did he com- 


mit suicide? Was he murdered? If 
he was murdered, then why? The 
whole story, obviously, hasn't been 
told.
